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My  Story 


It  is  difficult  for  me  to  write  this  article  because  it  is  perforce  in  the 
nature  of  a  swan  song,  and  that  it  is  a  song  which  up  to  a  few  years 
ago  I  hoped  I  never  should  be  called  upon  to  sing.  It  had  always  been 
my  wish  to  continue  my  life  work  as  long  as  I  was  able  to  render 
efficient  service.  Perhaps  that  time  has  come  now ;  that  is  for  others  to 
say.  At  any  rate,  when  the  end  of  June  rolls  around  it  will  bring  "the 
last  days  of  school"  for  me  after  something  more  than  fifty  years  of 
service.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  in  a  rural  school  "back  in  Indiany" 
I  made  my  first  venture  with  an  intellectual  equipment  in  the  way  of 
preparation  that  would  not  take  a  young  man  very  far  these  days.  In 
those  days  all  that  was  necessary  was  that  a  candidate  for  a  teaching 
position  in  the  country  have  enough  "book  larnin"  to  pass  the  exam- 
ination set  by  the  state,  and  enough  physical  prowess  to  maintain  his 
supremacy  when  the  "big  boys"  came  in  from  the  farm  after  the  fall 
work  was  done.  There  were  many  interesting  sessions  when  they 
decided  to,  in  modern  language,  take  teacher  for  a  ride.  Fortunately 
for  me,  perhaps,  my  first  term  was  a  summer  term  attended  for  the 
most  part  by  pupils  too  young  to  be  of  much  use  on  the  farm.  This 
gave  me  time  to  get  my  bearings  and  prepare  for  the  more  strenuous 
days  of  winter.  As  I  look  back  I  can  see  that  these  rural  schools  of 
the  seventies  and  eighties  were  a  marvelous  training  school. 

At  the  end  of  June  I  will  finish  forty-four  years  in  the  Chicago 
schools,  twenty-five  of  which  were  spent  in  South  Chicago.  I  began 
in  the  Ray  School,  a  one-room  school,  in  fact  a  rural  school,  situated 
at  about  124th  Street  and  the  Calumet  River,  and  served  successively  in 
the  John  L.  Marsh,  then  at  101st  Street  and  Escanaba,  the  Cummings 
at  108th  and  Hoxie,  and  the  Taylor,  at  100th  Street  and  Avenue  H 
which  ends  my  first  South  Chicago  period.  I  was  transferred  to  the 
Francis  E.  Willard  at  49th  Street  and  St.  Lawrence,  then  to  the  John 
Worthy,  which  was  then  an  adjunct  of  the  Bridewell,  then  to  the 
Mosely  at  24th  and  Michigan,  back  to  the  John  Worthy,  and  from  there 
to  the  Gary  at  30th  and  Ridgeway.  From  there  in  1918  I  came  to 
Bowen  to  round  out  my  teaching  experience  in  thirteen  most  happy 
years.  I  have  loved  South  Chicago  and  its  people  from  the  first  day 
I  set  foot  on  its  confines.  I  love  Bowen  High  School  and  leave  it  with 
regret.  I  wish  I  could  properly  set  forth  my  feelings  as  I  look  back  over 
this  more  than  half  century  in  the  public  schools.  I  see  a  long  line  of 
splendid  boys  and  girls  maturing  into  men  and  women  of  which  any 
community  may  be  proud;  I  see  noble  fathers  and  mothers  sacrificing 
that  their  children  may  have  better  prospecst  in  life  through  education 
than  they  had ;  I  hear  expressions  of  thankfulness  for  some  act  rendered, 
for  some  word  spoken  that  helped  over  the  hard  places ;  these  are  some 
of  the  compensations  in  the  life  of  the  school  master.  And  now  I  lay 
down  my  rod  with  the  deepest  feeling  of  appreciation  and  thankfulness 
for  the  loyalty  and  support  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  and  parents  all 
along  the  line  and  especially  to  the  teachers  and  students  and  parents 
of  Bowen. 
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The  Unveiling 


On  January  28,  1931  in  the  auditorium  of  the  James  H.  Bowen  High  School, 
Bowen  alumni,  teachers,  and  guests  paused  to  honor  Mr.  Stahl  at  the  unveiling 
of  his  portrait. 

The  school  was  transformed  into  a  bower  of  plants  and  flowers.  Youth  was 
present  in  gay  attire  to  pay  its  tribute  to  this  man,  their  friend. 

The  portrait  which  is  the  work  of  Richard  A.  Chase  was  unveiled  by  Miss 
Marguerite  Le  Master,  vice  president  of  the  class  February,  1931,  and  Miss 
Alice  Lacke,  vice-president  of  the  class  of  June,  1931.

The  library,  beautifully  decorated,  served  as  the  reception  room  where  the 
committee  received  the  guests. 

A  few  excerpts  from  Ross  Whitney's  speech  will  explain  the  progress  of  this 
great  undertaking. 

"We  were  leaving  school  and  leaving  behind  us  Bowen  and  Mr.  Stahl.  We 
felt  that  both  had  been  an  influence  for  good  in  our  lives,  and  we  wanted  some- 
how to  express  this.  We  always  knew  what  a  wonderful  man  he  was,  but  we 
had  not  realized  until  we  were  graduating  what  he  had  done  for  us,  what  he 
had  been  in  our  lives,  and  what  he  had  done  for  the  school.  Only  naturally, 
then,  we  wanted  to  show  our  appreciation  to  Mr.  Stahl,  and  to  the  classes 
following  after  us. 

"We  wanted  something  fitting  and  permanent,  and  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Stahl 
seemed  ideal,  for,  how  better  could  his  presence  always  be  with  Bowen  than  a 
picture  that  would  always  be  here.  However,  this  was  too  large  a  proposition 
for  just  one  class  to  swing.  After  thinking  it  over,  we  started  the  ball  rolling 
by  leaving  a  sum  of  money  as  a  portrait  fund.  Classes  after  ours  had  the  privi- 
lege of  contributing  to  the  fund  if  they  felt  the  same  way.  This  all  necessitated 
leaving  the  furtherance  of  the  project  in  the  hands  of  several  faculty  sponsors. 
You  know  classes  may  come,  and  classes  may  go,  but  the  faculty  goes  on  forever. 
"It  was  gratifying  when  the  next  class,  that  of  George  Benjamin's,  contributed, 
bringing  the  fund  closer  to  its  culmination.  The  next  class,  under  the  leadership 
of  John  Barnes,  kept  the  ball  rolling  by  voting  more  money  to  the  growing  fund 
for  the  portrait. 

"However,  at  this  time  our  progress  was  held  up  by  a  serious  stumbling  block. 
The  overcoming  of  this  obstacle  was  one  about  which  nobody  dared  to  think. 
Happily  for  us,  everything  turned  out  all  right  and  Mr.  Stahl  recovered. 

"After  this,  Charles  Smith  kept  pushing  the  ball.  When  his  class  had  con- 
tributed a  sum  of  money,  he  found  he  needed  guidance  to  choose  an  artist,  among 
other  things.     There  was  chosen  a  faculty  and  a  student  committee. 

"These  people  were  directly  responsible  for  the  successful  completion  of  this 
occasion.  If  they  had  not  been  filled  with  a  love  and  loyalty  for  Mr.  Stahl,  if 
they  had  not  been  eager  to  serve,  this  great  project  would  not  have  been  accom- 
plished. One  thing  they  had  to  do  was  to  choose  an  artist.  Richard  A.  Chase, 
a  renowned  painter  and  graduate  of  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago,  was  chosen 
by  the  Committee  after  careful  consideration. 

"This  picture  represents  the  fruition  of  a  dream  which  has  been  realized  so 
soon  because  of  the  splendid  spirit  and  co-operation  of  everyone.  The  alumni 
and  the  present  Senior  classes  started  and  carried  out  this  project,  but  the  faculty 
have  given  their  steady  guidance  and  support.  What  was  started  as  a  desire  to 
show  loyalty  and  love  for  Mr.  Stahl  by  the  June  class  of  1929  has  ended  in  a 
mighty  tribute  to  a  mighty  man." 
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Mr.  Turton's  Story 

In  the  year  1894  there  came  to  Bowen  one  of  our  well-known  teach- 
ers, Mr.  Charles  M.  Turton.  His  first  years  of  teaching  were  spent  in 
the  old  building,  whose  faculty  consisted  of  seven  teachers,  and  a  stu- 
dent body  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pupils. 

To  prepare  himself  for  this  position  he  attended  Onondaga  Academy 
at  New  York,  where  he  was  taught  Greek,  Latin,  and  mathematics,  the 
only  subjects  offered  to  high  school  pupils  at  that  time.  The  classes 
were  composed  of  two  or  three  students,  and  Mr.  Turton  laughed  as 
he  compared  the  number  of  recitations  in  his  day  to  the  number  of 
this  day.  "Pupils  recited  about  three  or  four  times  a  day,  while  now-a- 
days  they  are  doing  well  to  recite  twice  a  week.  High  schools  give 
more  general  education  than  the  colleges  did  in  those  days;  and  there- 
fore the  young  men  and  women  are  more  equipped  to  go  out  into  the 
world  today,"  were  his  friendly  words. 

He  then  went  on  to  say  that  he  entered  Syracuse  University  where  he 
took  the  Classical  course  consisting  solely  of  Greek  and  Latin,  and 
was  graduated  in  1883,  receiving  the  A.  M.  and  A.  B.  degrees.  After 
that  he  attended  Harvard  University  where  he  specialized  in  physics. 

After  these  years  of  training  he  was  ready  to  begin  his  career  as  a 
teacher  of  physics  and  chemistry.  His  first  fourteen  years  at  Bowen 
proved  very  successful  because  of  the  interest  of  the  students.  "I  didn't 
have  to  'flunk'  anyone  then,"  he  said,  as  he  laughed  and  thought  of 
the  numerous  failures  now.  His  classes  were  composed  of  from  seven- 
teen to  twenty-two  pupils,  and  they  gradually  increased  to  twenty-eight 
pupils,  until  three  or  four  years  ago  when  his  classes  increased  to  their 
present  number. 

"Students  were  only  required  to  carry  three  solids  and  two  liquids," 
he  said,  "and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  former  policy  was  better  than  the 
present  one,  for  I  find  that  pupils  today  have  less  time  to  spend  on  their 
too  numerous  subjects,  due  to  their  outside  activities  and  many  good 
times." 

Mr.  Turton  has  not  always  spent  his  time  teaching  in  the  science 
room,  for  before  he  came  to  the  new  building  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Control  and  had  charge  of  the  athletics.  Girls  were  inter- 
ested in  ali  forms  of  play  in  those  days  too,  and  he  had  charge  of  two 
boys'  and  three  girls'  basketball  teams  which  proved  good  enough  to 
play  in  competitive  matches  with  Fenger,  Calumet,  Medill,  and  the 
University  High. 

"There  is  a  little  advice  I  would  like  to  give  to  the  students,"  he 
said  and  smiled,  because  he  must  have  known  this  was  expected  of 
him,  "and  that  is  to  spend  more  time  on  their  studies."  Mr.  Turton 
expressed  his  regret  at  leaving  Bowen  and  said  he  had  enjoyed  watch- 
ing the  change  in  the  students  in  the  passing  of  time. 

This  might  be  a  proper  time  to  express  the  feelings  of  the  Bowen 
students  at  the  loss  of  this  teacher  of  Bowen  who  is  so  well  liked  by 
everyone  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact.  Students  of  Bowen  have 
learned  to  appreciate  this  man  and  there  will  always  be  a  place  in  the 
hearts  of  Bowenites  for  him.

In  June,  1928,  they  took  second  place 
in  the  annual  band  competition  at  Soldiers'  Field, 
and  took  second  place  the  following  spring  in  an- 
other contest  held  at  Stagg  Field.  Last  April  they 
gave  their  first  semi-annual  concert  in  the  audi- 
torium, which,  by  the  way,  was  well  attended.  Their 
second  concert  was  held  Thursday  night,  January 
22  of  this  year,  at  which  the  new  uniforms  were 
formally  introduced,  and  letters  given  to  veteran 
Band  members. 

The  Band  received  their  new  uniforms  of  pur- 
ple and  gold  just  before  their  last  appearance,  after 
a  stupendous  drive  by  the  P.  T.  A.  which  had 
begun  the  previous  year.  Caps,  belt  cords,  insignia, 
and  capes  are  still  lacking,  however. 

Since  the  Band  has  received  its  new  uniforms, 
they  have  played  for  many  institutions  and  large 
organizations.  The  Home  for  Incurables,  The 
Clean-Up  Campaign,  Kiwanis  Club,  a  preliminary 
concert,  Chicago  Jubilee,  and  several  others  were 
among  those  entertained.  The  Band  also  took  part 
in  the  annual  Band  competition  at  Stagg  Field  and 
made  a  very  fine  impression  upon  listeners  as  well 
as  judging  critics.

The  R.  O.  T.  C,  participating  in  the  Squad,  Sec- 
tion, Platoon,  and  Company  competitions  has  made 
a  most  remarkable  showing.  This  is  directly  due 
to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  cadet  officers  have  co- 
operated to  the  fullest  extent  with  the  instructor, 
Sergeant  J.  V.  Ackerman,  in  the  intensive  campaign 
of  instruction  which  he  initiated  at  the  beginning 
of  this  past  semester.

These  schol- 
arships were  for  the  summer  session  in  the  school 
of  speech  at  Northwestern  University. 

During  the  semester  the  new  plan  of  try-outs  for 
membership  in  the  dramatics  class  for  seniors  who 
had  no  opportunity  to  take  public  speaking  was 
announced.  The  requirement  that  juniors  and 
sophomores  must  complete  public  speaking  with 
marked  success  before  entering  the  dramatic  class 
was  also  declared  at  this  time. 


At  the  regular  post-season  party  given  for  all 
the  members  of  the  dramatics  class  two  new  plans 
were  made  public  for  the  first  time.  The  first  plan 
was  that  each  actor  who  had  completed  the  season 
with  success  in  the  opinion  of  the  director  should 
be  awarded  a  Certificate  of  Dramatic  Art,  signed 
by  the  coach  and  the  principal.

With  sixty  men  reporting  for  football,  at  the 
start  of  the  season  in  September,  Coach  Twomey, 
with  the  assistance  of  Coach  Wantuck,  whipped 
together  a  band  of  "gridders"  that  fought  its  way 
to  four  impressive  victories,  two  ties,  and  five  losses. 

Inexperience  taking  its  toll  in  the  opening  game 
let  Washington  High  of  East  Chicago  triumph  over 
our  boys  to  the  tune  of  13  to  0. 

The  following  week  the  small  "Boilermaker" 
outfit  pulled  the  biggest  upset  in  high  school  foot- 
ball when  it  traveled  to  Rockford  and  beat  the 
powerful  "Big  Seven"  Champions  6  to  0.  This 
game  was  nip  and  tuck  until  the  last  minute  to 
play  when  "Gil"  Nichols,  the  fleet  footed  half 
back,  intercepted  a  pass  and  raced  sixty  yards  for 
the  purple  score  and  victory. 

The  next  notable  deed  accomplished  by  the 
Bowen  lads  was  to  hold  the  big  experienced  Bur- 
lington, Iowa  preps  to  a  scoreless  tie.  This  was 
indeed  an  accomplishment  and  with  the  necessary 
confidence  the  boys  one  week  later  traveled  to 
Joliet,  Illinois,  where  they  defeated  a  crack  team 
of  that  city  26  to  0. 

The  boys  were  fighting  and  playing  great  foot- 
ball, but  nothing  in  their  power  could  stop  the 
next  two  opponents  and  thus  Bowen  lost  its  first 
two  league  games  to  Lindblom  and  Englewood. 

The  Boilermakers  took  a  new  lease  on  life  after 
these  two  losses  and  then  held  Tilden  Tech.  to  a 
scoreless  tie  and  defeated  our  ancient  rivals,  Hyde 
Park  7  to  0,  one  week  later.  This  last  league  vic- 
tory was  made  possible  by  "Red"  Chartier's  touch- 
down and  Captain  Radke's  kick  after  it. 

Bowen,  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  went  to  Bay  City, 
Michigan,  and  there  lost  a  tough  battle  in  snow 
and  ice  by  the  score  of  6  to  0. 

The  last  game  on  deck  for  the  "gridders"  was 
the  annual  alumni  game.  The  Alumni  was  com- 
posed of  college  stars  and  many  all-city  men  who 
have  performed  for  Bowen  in  years  gone  by,  but 
the  Bowen  fight,  which  was  instilled  by  our  ener- 
getic coaches  and  loyal  rooters,  won  over  the  Alum- 
ni experience  and  in  the  late  minutes  of  the  game 
Captain  "Chuck"  Radke  place  kicked  through  for 
points  and  thus  Bowen  ended  another  successful 
football  season  with  a  3  to  0  victory  over  their 
graduated  brothers.

The  lightweight  football  team,  under  the  coach- 
ing of  Florus  Black  had  a  most  successful  season  in 
1930. 

The  team,  although  having  been  organized  rather 
late  in  the  season,  managed  to  complete  a  schedule 
of  seven  games.  The  lightweights  made  their 
initial  appearance  on  the  football  field  at  Joliet. 
Although  many  were  playing  their  first  game  the 
team  as  a  whole  played  like  veterans,  and  tri- 
umphed, 14  to  0.  Shipway  led  the  scoring  with 
two  touchdowns. 

The  lights  then  played  Englewood's  "B"  team 
at  Grand  Crossing  Park  and  won  7  to  0,  Bowen's 
touchdown  being  scored  in  the  last  quarter  by 
Shipway  on  a  pass  from  King.  The  little  Boiler- 
makers then  traveled  to  St.  Leo  high  school  and 
downed  the  Irish  19  to  6.  St.  Leo  made  its  only 
touchdown  on  an  intercepted  pass.  The  Tilden 
Reserves'  game  was  the  Boilermakers'  first  and  last 
home  tilt  and  was  played  at  Bessemer  Park.  The 
lights  were  in  the  best  form  of  the  season  and 
showed  off  for  the  home  folks  by  trouncing  the 
Reserves  by  a  score  of  24  to  6.  Tilden's  touchdown 
was  made  on  a  long  pass.  After  the  Tilden  affair 
the  lights  again  took  to  the  road,  traveling  this 
time  to  Aurora.  Their  winning  streak  had  become 
a  habit  and  after  a  hard  fought  contest  the  Purple 
and  Gold  downed  the  "B"  team  of  Aurora,  14 
to  0.  Playing  Mt.  Carmel  fast  squad  in  mud  nearly 
a  foot  deep,  the  lights  were  slowed  down,  but  won 
6  to  0.  The  final  game  of  the  year  was  at  Morgan 
Park  Military  Academy.  Playing  one  of  the  strong- 
est lightweight  teams  in  the  city,  the  swift  little 
Boilermakers  fought  a  hard  contest  and  won  by 
a  score  of  6  to  0.  The  victory  ended  the  season. 
Seven  victories,  no  defeats,  and  no  ties  marked 
them  the  unofficial  city  champions  in  their  class. 
Skowronski,  King,  Riley,  Shipway,  Dreyfus,  Rob- 
inson, Johnson,  Sloan,  Hight,  and  Snyder,  all 
lightweights,  should  be  good  men  for  the  heavy 
squad  in  the  1931  season. 

Florus  Black  took  over  the  job  of  coaching  the 
lightweights.  He  performed  his  duties  like  a  vet- 
eran and  under  his  general  leadership,  his  pony 
team  was  never  in  great  danger  of  loss.  Other 
members  of  the  team  were  Thompson,  Blair, 
Beggs,  Copilillo,  J.  McGowen,  M.  White,  and 
Ericson.

Heavyweight  Basketball 


The  1930-31  season  was  a  great  success  for  the 
Boilermaker  quintet.  The  team  played  a  long  hard 
schedule  of  39  games  and  ended  with  the  remark- 
able record  of  34  wins  and  5  losses.  Bowen  met 
and  defeated  in  both  the  lightweight  and  heavy- 
weight divisions  all  the  teams  of  the  South  and 
Central  Section,  which  comprise  all  the  teams  of 
the  South  Side. 

The  team  entered  three  tournaments  not  includ- 
ing the  city  league.  The  first  tournament  was  the 
Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers'  College  Tourney 
at  De  Kalb,  Illinois.  Bowen  won  their  first  three 
games  handily  but  lost  a  tough  battle  in  the  last 
minute,  and  with  it  the  championship,  to  Dundee, 
Illinois,  24  to  22. 

The  squad  returned  home  in  time  to  enter  the 
U.  of  C.  tournament  which  was  classed  as  the  first 
semester  unofficial  state  tournament.  Here  the 
Boilermaker  quintet  played  great  ball  but  in  the 
opening  game  Bill  Haarlow,  the  team's  leading 
scorer,  was  injured  and  sat  on  the  bench  during 
the  remainder  of  the  tournament.  At  the  U.  of 
C,  the  team  went  to  the  finals  and  met  Lindblom 
for  the  championship.  Lindblom  had  previously 
been  defeated  by  Bowen  44  to  20,  but  with  Haar- 
low on  the  bench,  and  a  few  bad  breaks,  the  Lind- 
blomers  slipped  over  a  win.  Bowen  received  a 
life-sized  silver  basketball  for  the  runner-up  posi- 
tion. During  the  between  semester's  vacation, 
Bowen,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  defeated 
Culver,  St.  John's,  and  Northwestern  Military 
Academies. 

The  third  tournament  the  team  entered  was  the 
state  tourney  at  Joliet.  Here  Bowen  met  Crane  in 
the  opening  game  and  lost.  Then  Crane  won  the 
district  championship.  (Bowen  had  beaten  Crane 
in  the  U.  of  C.  Tournament.)  This  game  at  Joliet 
was  a  nip  and  tuck  battle.  Orr  made  three  fouls 
in  the  first  two  minutes  and  Fortino  was  ejected 
from  the  game  in  the  first  half  and  Bowen's  chances 
suffered.  Crane  won  in  the  last  minutes  by  the 
small  score  of  33  to  31.  Bowen  made  13  baskets 
and  5  of  14  free  throws.  Crane  made  12  baskets 
and  9  of  11  free  throws.  Thus  ended  tourney  play 
for  this  season.  The  team  not  only  limited  itself  to 
good  play  in  tournaments  but  won  the  South  Side 
title  by  winning  seven  games  and  dropping  one 
overtime  contest  by  one  point. 

The  team  went  into  the  semi-finals  and  in  the 
first  game  at  White  City  the  Boilermakers  took 
revenge  for  Lindblom  defeat  at  the  U.  of  C.  and 
trounced  them  36  to  12.  Calumet  was  defeated  47 
to  14.  The  next  semi-final  game  was  called  the 
non-official  championship  game  of  the  city  by  many 
coaches  and  players.  This  game  was  between  Bowen 
and  the  defending  city  champions,  Wendell  Phil- 


lips. Bowen  had  defeated  Phillips  in  an  earlier 
game  31  to  14.  Playing  before  a  capacity  crowd 
at  White  City,  a  game  was  played  that  all  who  saw 
will  remember  for  a  long  time  but  the  semi-final 
jinx  was  still  with  the  boys  and  Phillips  won  out 
in  the  last  few  minutes,  thereby  ending  Bowen's 
basketball  season.  Bowen  won  34  games  and  lost 
5.  Despite  these  losses  mentioned,  the  1930-31 
season  was  the  greatest  years  in  Bowen's  basket- 
ball history.  Bowen  made  10  baskets  and  3  of 
9  free  throws.  Phillips  make  9  baskets  and  9  of 
1 1  free  throws. 

The  captain  was  "Buns"  Basile,  the  manager  was 
Palmer  Gevirtz,  the  assistant  manager  was  Laurence 
Larsen,  and  the  outfit  was  guided  under  the  ever 
watchful  eye  of  Coach  Clarence  Applegran.  The 
team  was  made  up  of  the  following  men:  Haar- 
low, Celmer,  Orr,  Basile,  Rudnicki,  Fortino,  Moore, 
Dugal,  and  Sandell.  Haarlow,  Orr,  and  Fortino 
return  next  year.  The  substitutes  were:  Garner, 
Survillo,  Cremens,  Harrison,  Dudek,  West,  and 
Wolfe.

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Baseball 


One  of  the  most  successful  baseball  seasons 
Bowen  has  had  in  years  was  turned  in  in  1930. 
The  Boilermaker  nine  played  25  practice  games 
and  maintained  the  sensational  record  of  24  wins.

The  out  fielding  was  done  by  a  variety  of  men. 
among  them  was  Earl  Orr,  Bud  Schohl,  Chuck 
Radke,  Phil  Panson,  Harry  Groth,  and  Palmer 
Gevirtz. 

The  pitching  was  mostly  done  by  Fred  Louden 
who  amassed  23  wins.  The  catching  department 
was  handled  by  Bob  Spiedel  during  the  practice 
season.  For  the  league,  Schohl  went  behind 
the  bat  and  caught  all  the  league  games  and  was 
rated  with  the  best  of  the  city  league. 

The  baseball  team,  like  all  other  Bowen  teams, 
entered  the  semi-finals  a  favorite  and  beat  Harrison 
Tech  and  Calumet  in  the  first  two  semi-final  games, 
and  it  looked  for  a  time  as  though  the  "Bowen 
Jinx"  had  been  gotten  rid  of,  but  the  Marshall 
game  proved  to  be  the  stumbling  block.  Bowen 
led  all  through  the  game,  but  a  Marshall  rally  in 
the  late  innings  did  the  damage  and  Bowen  lost 
6  to  5. 

Thus  endeth  the  1930  season,  but  this  year  is  a 
new  season  and  with  plenty  of  men  from  last 
year's  team  returning  Coach  Applegram  has  molded 
another  slugging  combination.  Six  veterans  of 
last  year's  team,  Captain  Schohl,  Spiedel,  Rudnicki, 
Orr,  Shipway  and  Haarlow  answered  the  first  call. 
Among  the  forty  men  such  fine  players  as  Krai, 
Radlowski,  Fisher,  Lucas,  Galovitch,  Morrison, 
Erickson  and  McGowen  filled  the  gaps  left  by 
Metz,  Radke  and  Louden.  The  batteries  are  made 
up  of  Haarlow  and  Orr,  pitchers,  Spiedel  and 
Galovitch  catchers.  The  team  looks  forward  to 
a  successful  outcome  of  the  coming  semi-final 
games.

Lightweight  Basketball

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Track  Team 

Bowen's  track  team  has  had  a  fairly  successful 
season  due  to  the  coaching  ability  of  coaches  Twom- 
ey  and  McNabb  and  hard  training.

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American  Pioneers 

Pioneers  of  America !  Men  exploring  for  the  first  time  land 
that  no  white  man  had  ever  viewed.  Their  only  companions  were 
their  two  pack-mules  and  horses.  Their  trip  was  a  lonely  one 
through  dangerous  country ;  their  experiences  were  ones  which  had 
never  been  experienced  by  past  generations.  Long  rides  through 
forests,  at  every  turn  expecting  death.  Tedious  times  when  they 
nearly  starved  from  the  lack  of  wild  buffalo  meat.  What  wild 
tales  they  would  be  able  to  tell  the  authorities  at  Washington,  the 
capitol  of  the  infant  nation.  Theirs  was  the  blood  of  adventurers, 
the  blood  that  flowed  through  the  veins  of  the  men  who  fought 
at  Bunker  Hill,  their  ancestors  who  had  died  that  liberty  might 
exist  in  this  country  that  was  made  "of  the  people,  by  the  people, 
and  for  the  people." 

The  only  thought  in  their  minds  at  the  time  of  their  great  adven- 
ture was  that  it  was  their  duty  to  carry  on  for  future  generations. 
Fight,  starve,  and  if  necessary — die,  that  the  sons  who  followed 
them  would  be  proud  of  the  fathers  who  so  unselfishly  perished. 
The  glow  of  patriotism  was  burning  in  their  veins.  The  love  for 
their  father  country  was  seething  so  hotly  they  could  not  control 
it,  and  needs  must  carry  on.  "Carry  on!"  was  the  motto  of  the 
first  pioneers.  Forward,  always  forward.  Deep  into  black  forests, 
black  nights,  and  cloudy  days  and  hopes  they  trudged.  Ambitions 
and  ideals  were  almost  crushed  beneath  the  responsibility  that 
weighed  upon  their  hearts.  Theirs  was  the  power  to  succeed  or 
fail ;  to  show  that  this  nation  could  live  or  die.  They  could  not 
give  in!  Their  ancestors  had  fought  without  a  thought  of  their 
own  welfare  that  America  might  be  born,  and  it  was  their  duty 
to  fulfill  the  expectations  of  those  at  home  that  America  might 
grow,  that  America  might  expand,  that  America,  to  use  the  words 
of  that  great  Emancipator,  "shall  not  perish  from  this  earth."  Time 
forbade  them  from  hearing  Lincoln's  words,  but  his  thought  must 
have  been  running  through  their  minds  as  they  thought  of  men 
in  the  past  who  had  fought  in  the  Revolution.  .  .  .  "It  is  rather  for 
us  to  be  here  dedicated  to  the  great  task  remaining  before  us: 
that  from  these  honored  dead  we  take  increased  devotion  to  that 
cause  for  which  they  gave  the  last  full  measure  of  devotion ;  that 
we  here  highly  resolve  that  these  dead  shall  not  have  died  in  vain." 

Patriotism — love  of  country — the  one  reason  that  those  men,  to 
the  best  of  their  ability,  made  new  paths  into  the  West  for  poster- 
ity. They  not  only  opened  land  for  others,  but  behind  this  deed 
was  something  greater;  they  helped,  in  what  may  have  seemed  to 
them  a  small  way,  to  rear  a  nation,  foster  a  new  birth,  and  breathe 
into  a  soul  the  breath  of  humanity. 
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The  Lone  Eagle 


Before  the  time  of  the  Wright  brothers,  little  was  thought  of  man 
flying  in  the  air  with  the  aid  of  a  flying  machine.  When  these  men,  with 
the  help  of  their  ingenious  inventions  made  possible  this  wonderful 
feat,  they  were  laughed  at  and  scorned.  They  did  not  heed  this  foolish 
display  mankind  made  and  went  their  own  way,  progressing  in  their 
attempt.  Years  later  they,  and  several  other  inventors  who  had  adopted 
their  idea,  put  on  the  market  and  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States 
Government,  a  flying  machine.  Youth  began  to  take  this  new  inven- 
tion into  their  hearts,  and  learned  to  master  it,  as  far  as  man  is  able 
to  master  a  machine.  Among  these  learned  young  aviators  was  one, 
Charles  A.  Lindbergh.  He  loved  flying,  loved  the  feeling  of  soaring 
into  space  and  looking  down  at  this  small  world. 

No  one  had  ever  heard  of  this  young  man.  He  was  only  an  unknown 
mail  aviator,  flying  his  machine  across  the  continent.  He  knew  he  could 
do  something  with  this  machine  besides  just  carrying  the  mail,  although 
that  was  a  worthy  occupation.  One  morning  in  the  newspapers,  it 
said  that  this  fellow  was  going  to  make  a  trans-Atlantic  flight.  People 
laughed  at  him  as  they  had  laughted  at  the  Wright  brothers,  but  he 
didn't  give  them  a  thought.  He  knew  what  he  was  doing.  Perhaps 
this  idea  of  his  had  never  been  carried  out.  He  didn't  care;  there  was 
always  a  first  time  for  everything.  Flying  was  his  trade,  his  means  of 
livelihood;  but  the  love  of  it  burned  in  him  with  a  fine  passion,  and 
he  decided  he  must  do  something  to  further  the  advance  of  aeronautics 

Great  plans  were  made  in  order  to  perfect  this  machine,  but  finally 
everything  seemed  to  be  in  proper  condition  for  this  undertaking.  The 
ship  was  placed  at  the  extreme  west  end  of  the  field  heading  along 
the  east  and  west  runway,  and  the  final  fueling  commenced.  About 
7:40  A.  M.  the  motor  was  started  and  at  7:52  the  "Spirit  of  St.  Louis" 
and  its  young  pilot  took  off  on  its  flight  for  Paris.  He  flew  north  by 
east  over  Newfoundland  so  that  there  would  be  no  doubt  that  he  had 
passed  there  in  case  he  was  forced  down  in  the  North  Atlantic.  The 
trip  was  a  lonely  one,  and  only  at  a  few  intervals  did  he  see  any  signs 
of  life.  He  was  alone,  in  mid-ocean,  but  with  the  good  wishes  of  his 
own  country  and  the  entire  world  carrying  him  on  to  success.  His  first 
sight  of  land  was  the  coast  of  Ireland,  about  ten  or  fifteen  miles  away. 
In  a  little  over  two  hours  the  coast  of  England  appeared.  The  peaceful 
English  farm  lands  must  have  seemed  a  blessing  to  him — a  relief  after 
endless  miles  of  water.  He  crossed  the  Channel  and  passed  over  Cher- 
bourg, France — his  goal,  attained  at  last.  France,  the  harbor  for  the 
"Lone  Eagle"  and  his  carrier. 

The  following  is  a  quotation  from  Myron  T.  Herrick,  Ambassador 
to  France.  "The  way  Lindbergh  bore  himself  after  getting  here  was 
but  a  continuation  of  his  flight.  He  started  with  no  purpose  but  to 
arrive ;  he  remained  with  no  desire  but  to  serve,  he  sought  nothing,  he 
was  offered  all.  No  flaws  marked  any  act  or  word,  and  he  stood  forth 
amidst  the  clamor  and  the  crowds  the  very  embodiment  of  a  fearless, 
kindly,  cultivated  American  youth — unspoiled,  unspoilable.  The  whole 
world  hails  Charles  Lindbergh,  not  only  as  a  brave  aviator,  but  as  an 
example  of  American  idealism,  character  and  conduct."
